Prices.  A  small  percentage  will  need  a  little  shaping  up.  They  will 
ievelop  into  fine  plants  just  as  quickly  as  they  are  given  sufficient 
room.  A  very  large  percentage  are  shapely  plants,  really  ready  to 
soil  immediately.  Wo  rocommond,  however,  that  they  be  sheared  quite 
heavily  when  planted.
